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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. With 
regard to the rejections as being anticipated and obvious under Murthy, Applicant argues that one of the NMOS/PMOS devices shown in 
Fig. 7 of Murthy does not "include[s] first source/drain regions recessed within the surface" as claimed because "there is no portion of 
Murthy's source/drain regions 46 N/P which formed a sunken area falling below the surface of the substrate" (page 16 of remark). This 
argument is not persuasive because one of ordinary skill in the art would have no difficulty to recognize that the bottom portions of the 
source/drain regions 46 N/P formed within the recesses 40 N/P shown in Fig. 3 are "sunken area" that fall below the surface of the 
substrate 22. Furthermore, Murthy clearly states at paragraph [0031] that "... The source and drain regions 46P are formed by epitaxially 
growing pure germanium within the source and drain recesses 40P. The source and drain regionns 46N are formed by growing pure 
germanium within the source and drain recesses 40N." 

With regard to the rejections of claims 38-39 and 42 as being obvious over Yeo et al in view of Murthy, Applicant again argues that Yeo 
does not teach one of the NMOS/PMOS devices having the source/drain regions extending above the substrate. This argument is again 
not persuasive because the limitation of having the source/drain regions extending above the substrate are not recited in the claim 
language of claims 38-39 and 42. The rest of Applicant's arguments are considered and addressed in view of the ground(s) of the rejection 
discussed in the Final Office action. 
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
